THE DIVER’S OATH 


hy do divers have accidents? For the most part, dive accidents are the result of broken rules. The victims have forgotten 
or ignored the safety procedures taught in basic scuba class. Perhaps we need to be reminded, often, of some simple rules. 
Perhaps we need a diver’s oath—a clearcut pledge—we can review before each dive trip. 


THE DIVER’S OATH 
@ | swear | will never dive alone; | will always keep my dive buddy in sight and close enough to help me or be helped promptly. 
@ | swear | will never exceed the safe diving depth of 130 feet, and will have my depth gauge checked for accuracy regularly. 
e | swear | will remain physically fit for diving through regular exercise (including swimming) and a good diet. 
@ | swear | will never attempt to mix diving with drugs, and will check with my doctor before diving while taking prescription drugs. 
e | swear | will never attempt to dive while under the influence of alcohol. 
@ | swear | will never let my scuba tank run dry—I will always return to the boat or beach with a minimum of 300 psi. 


@ | swear | will maintain my scuba equipment in perfect working order; making sure my regulator gets a yearly tune-up, my tank 
is visually inspected regularly, and that worn straps and missing items are replaced as needed. 


@ | swear | will abort any dive if there are hazardous conditions such as strong currents, high surf, high waves or stormy weather. 


® | swear | will carefully and patiently listen to the orientation given by the divemaster, scuba instructor, boat skipper or any other 
person who is knowledgeable about the area and conditions of a dive site. 


@ | swear | will maintain my proficiency at using the no-decompression and repetitive dive tables with regular review and practice 
prior to actual dives. 


@ | swear | will take the time and trouble to adjust the weights on my weightbelt for neutral buoyancy before diving. 
@ | swear | will abort any dive if | should feel nauseous, dizzy, exhausted, weak or have a hangover. 
@ | swear | will never attempt to enter any cave, tunnel or shipwreck without underwater lights and safety lines. 


@ | swear | will always plan each dive carefully and then stick to the plan throughout the dive. 


If every diver obeyed this oath for scuba safety, there would be fewer accidents and a lot more happy divers. >

ast month we discussed heart prob- 

lems and mentioned that good physi- 
cal fitness was necessary for safe diving 
following recovery from any kind of ill- 
ness. Actually, good physical fitness is 
important for all divers, including those 
who are healthy. 

We continue to hear arguments that 
sport diving is not strenuous and condi- 
tioning isn't necessary. Those comments 
come from out-of-shape divers, while 
those who are in better condition usually 
have the opposite point of view. Our per- 
sonal experience with novice divers indi- 
cates that a common source of diver pan- 
ic is the feeling of breathlessness that oc- 
curs during long swims with full equip- 
ment. This occurs because the diver is 
not in good physical condition and the ex- 
ercise load is near the diver's maximum 
capacity. This is always uncomfortable 
and, when coupled with breathing 
through a regulator or snorkel, fully 
dressed in dive gear and perhaps trying 
to get out of a difficult situation, the feel- 
ing can Cause panic. Good physical con- 
ditioning will allow you to withstand heavy 
exercise without. unreasonable discom- 
fort. This may mean the difference be- 
tween an accident and an interesting inci- 
dent that you worked your way out of 
successfully. There are other reasons to 
maintain good physical fitness (you look 
better in a wetsuit for example) and so we 
are going to tell you how to develop a fit- 
ness program for diving. 

Your, fitness program should have two 
goals: 1) to maintain diving skills, and 2) 
to maintain good physical fitness. 
The first goal is achieved by good training 
and maintained by continued diving. I|f 
you go for long periods between dives, 
practice skills in a local pool before div- 
ing in open water. Once learned, skill 
maintenance is best accomplished by re- 
peated diving. 

The second goal is achieved by an ex- 
ercise program which will improve physi- 























/ 


cal conditioning and strength. This pro- 
gram should have an aerobic component 
(swimming, cycling, jogging) and a small- 
er component of strength training. 

The aerobic component of your train- 
ing program requires that you exercise a 
minimum of four days per week for 35-40 
minutes. More is better in this case, and 
less will not provide much benefit. There 
are a number of ways you can decide 
how to conduct these exercise sessions. 
You can do a variety of exercises, but 
one of them should be swimming with 
fins. You need this exercise to strengthen 
the proper leg muscles for use of fins, 
and at least one 35 minute exercise ses- 
sion a week should be devoted to it. You 
can also improve your physical condition- 
ing with bicycling (stationary or other- 
wise) and with jogging. A mix: of all three 
will give different muscles a workout, and 
will minimize bone and joint problems 
that many people get with a total jogging 
program. A good program, for example, 
is two days of swimming, two days of jog- 
ging and a day of cycling. 

After deciding what exercises to do, 
you must now decide how hard to exer- 
cise. An easy and reliable way to arrive 
at the level you need is to exercise to a 
target heart rate. We frequently use this 
concept for exercise prescriptions with 
excellent results. To decide on your tar- 
get heart rate, a simple formula is: target 
heart rate = 0.7x(220- age). So if you 
are 30 years old, 220 - 30 is 190 (this is 
your maximum heart rate) and your target 
heart rate is 0.7 x 190 = 133/minute. 
You would then start your exercise ses- 
sion with three to five minute warmup (a 
must), then increase the speed of swim- 
ming, cycling, or jogging until your heart 
rate is 133/minute (22 beats in 10 sec- 
onds), continue at that level for 20-25 
minutes, then reduce your pace for a five 
minute cool-down period before you 
stop. For the first few exercise sessions, 
you should stop briefly and check your 
pulse to get a feel for the speed you need 
to achieve your target rate. You should 
be able to exercise comfortably at this 
heart rate, and feel a moderate amount 
increased breathing (if you are jogging, 
it's just enough to keep you from talking 
comfortably—a boon to your friends) 

-Maintaining your exercise at the target 
heart rate will get you into better shape. 
As you improve, you will find yourself 
having to work harder to get to the same 
heart rate. To check your progress, rec- 
ord how much distance you cover during 
your 20 to 25 minute session. A good 
measure of improvement is an increase 
in the distance you complete in a given 
time at your target heart rate. 

For those of you who would like to add 
strength exercises, one or two 20 minute 
workouts a week on a universal gym will 
help, or you can do repetitive lightweight 
exercises at home. If you do fairly strenu- 
ous weight or resistance exercises, your 
heart rate will go higher than the target 
rate, but these responses only last a few

minutes and should cause no problem. 

There are some precautions which 
should be mentioned. First, if you are 
over 40 years old and have not exercised 
recently or are younger and in very poor 
condition, we recommend checking with 
your physician before starting a fitness 
program. Under these conditions, a med- 
ical evaluation and an exercise stress test 
are usually needed to be sure you can 
exercise safely. These same precautions 
apply if you have any illness that can limit 
your exercise Capacity. 

Safe diving demands an investment in 
good equipment, good training, and 
good physical condition. A compromise 
of any one can make diving unsafe. In- 
vest in all three. >.

Great Depth of Field

f you're looking for a high-speed color 

slide film for both topside and underwa- 
ter use, Kodak’s Ektachrome 200 may be 
what you need. With an ASA of 200, this 
Ektachrome requires less light than films 
with lower ASA ratings. Thus, depending 
on the situation, you can (a) use smaller 
apertures, (b) faster shutter speeds or (c) 
take pictures when the light level is too 
low for slower films. 


TOPSIDE PHOTOGRAPHY 
For topside photography in bright, sun- 
ny conditions, the biggest advantage of 
Ektachrome 200 is that it allows you to 
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stop action with faster shutter speeds. 
When you are handholding your camera, 
especially if you are on a moving boat 
and photographing moving subjects, it is 
difficult to get really sharp pictures with 
shutter speeds slower than 1/250 sec- 
ond. And, at 1/250 second, your aper- 
ture (in bright sunlight) would probably 
be f22—which gives maximum depth of 
field. With slower films, increasing shutter 
speed forces you to use wider apertures 
(lower numbered f stops) which reduce 
depth of field. 

With telephoto lenses, the increased 
shutter speed becomes even more im- 





200, 


portant because the longer the lens 
(greater the focal length), the greater the 
effect of camera movement on picture 
sharpness. As a rough estimate, the mini- 
mum shutter speed with a handheld cam- 
era equals the focal length of the lens. 
With a 105 mm lens, for example, the 
minimum shutter speed would be about 
1/100 second. And, when you add the 
problems of holding a camera steady 
aboard a moving boat, 1/100 second is 
too slow! 

In low light conditions, you can take 
pictures in open shade at 1/125 second, 
8; interiors with bright fluorescent light- 








ing at 1/30 second, f4; and brightly light- 
ed downtown night street scenes at 1/30 
second, f2.8. 


ADVANTAGES 

Underwater, Ektachrome 200 can be a 
blessing if you are using a 35 mm cam- 
era with a lens having a focal length of 35 
mm or more. This includes the Cosina 
Marine and Formaplex cameras as well 
as many housed 35 mm cameras and the 
Nikonos. 

These lenses are often used at appar- 
ent distances of about three to five feet. 
And, at these relatively close camera-to- 


subject distances, depth of field is severe- 
ly reduced at wide apertures. If you have 
a 35 mm lens handy, pick it up and set 
it for four feet and f5.6. Notice that the in- 
dicators show depth of field from about 
3.5 to slightly less than five feet. This 
means that subjects closer than 3.5 feet 
and further away than five feet will not be 
sharply focused. Therefore, if you have 
both far and near subject areas that are 
important to your picture and must be 
sharply focused, these areas must all fall 
within that narrow zone. 

The f5.6 example above was based on 
the average strobe exposure, and aver- 


age sunlight exposure at about 35 feet in 
tropical waters, with ASA 64 color film. If 
you had used Ektachrome 200, you could 
have closed the aperture by almost two 
full stops—one and two-thirds, to be ex- 
act. Looking at the camera lens again, 
and changing the aperture to a little less 
than f11, you can see that the indicators 
show depth of field from about three to 
six feet. 

With depth of field almost doubled, it is 
easier to have both near and far subject 
areas sharply focused. And, as an added 
benefit, your errors in estimating camera-

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Answers: J-Valves 


1. A. They were originally listed as 
item J in an equipment catalog. When 
U.S. Divers Company put out its first cat- 
alog, valves were listed as items J and 
K with J being the reserve valve. These 
letter designations caught on and have 
been used ever since. 


2. B. Allow a safe, normal ascent at 
the end of a dive. There are many 
advantages to keeping some air ina 
tank, but the most important is to 
enable a diver to ascend slowly, safely 
and comfortably. A J-valve is not to be 
used to extend bottom time during 
dives and certainly does not eliminate 
the need for a submersible pressure 
gauge. 


3. C. A spring-loaded valve. In nearly 
all J-valves, a spring pushes a valve 
against tank pressure. As long as the 
tank pressure exceeds the spring 
pressure, the valve can be opened by 
the air pressure. When the spring 
pressure exceeds tank pressure, the 
valve closes, keeping a reserve of air 
in the tank until the valve is reopened 
by manually compressing the spring via 
a lever and a cam. 


4. D. 250-650 psi. Some reserves are 
designed to operate at about 300 psi, 
while others are set for about 500 psi, 
and still others are adjustable. The 
pressure varies greatly from one valve 
to another owing to the type of spring 
used and strength variations within 
springs of the same type. It is 
important to know the pressure at 
which your J-valve operates. Be sure 
that the valve activation pressure 
represents approximately 15% of your 
total air supply. | 


5. A. Gauge pressure. Tank valve 
pressures do not compensate for 
increased pressure underwater the way 
a regulator does. This means that a 
reserve that operates at 300 psi gauge 
pressure at sea level will still operate 
at that same pressure at depth. This 
poses a problem because air is 
available only as long as the tank 
pressure is greater than ambient 
pressure. Be aware of this on deep 
dives or dives where you must first 
descend in order to get back to the 
surface. Of course, the additional air in 
the tank becomes available during an 
ascent. 


6. B. Down, in the non-reserve 
position. The valve is in the air flow 
path and is held closed by its spring. 
High pressure air from the filling hose 
will force the reserve valve closed 
even more. This will damage the seat 
of the reserve valve and affect its 
operation. Be sure your tanks are filled 
properly by presenting them for filling 
with the J-valves in the down position. 


7. B. 250 psi. When twin tanks are 
used, the full reserve pressure will be 
maintained in one tank while the other 
tank is depleted to ambient pressure. 
When the J-valve is activated, the 
pressure in the two tanks will equalize 
to just slightly more than half of the | 
reserve pressure. (There was some 
pressure left in the non-reserve tank.) 
For this reason, the reserve pressure is 
set higher for twin tanks than for a 
single unit. 


8. C. The reserve pressure remains 
the same, but both valves must be 
activated. The valves in this situation 
operate in series, so both function as 
reserves and both will have to be 
opened to obtain air at low tank 
pressures. A dual J-valve arrangement 
should be avoided, but if it cannot, 
place one valve in the non-reserve 
position and leave it there so only one 
lever will need to be operated when 
reserve pressure is reached. 


In 
this position, which is standard, the 
valve will maintain an air reserve. 
J-valve levers are easily bumped, 
however, so when using one develop 
the habit of checking it frequently 
during your dives to ensure that the 
lever is in the correct position.

Studies have shown that lever position 
has no effect on the life of valves, 
which are frequently overlooked when 
other scuba equipment is serviced. 
Carbon dust or rust in your valve can 
quickly affect your regulator, so at least 
have your valve inspected when other 
items are being serviced. It is a 
misconception that tank pressure holds 
a reserve valve open. The valve 
actually closes after each breath.

Puerto Rico and Bermuda. From April 


through October biweekly averages are - 


provided to help show the more dramatic 
temperature changes in spring and fall 
and to coincide with average vacation 
periods. The guide is tailored to those in- 
terested in swimming and fishing. 

A further aid to fisherman is a listing of 
popular East Coast game fish and their 
temperature preferences. For swimmers 
there are safety tips related to water tem- 
peratures. In addition the guide provides 
a list of related marine publications and 
how to order them. 

Most of the water temperature data for 
the guide was furnished by NOAA's Na- 
tional Ocean Survey and was summa- 
rized at NODC.

Dacor’s Turboflex fin has a soft neoprene foot pocket bonded to a large 
blade made of lightweight plastic. The translucent blade will enhance U/W photos. 


D\ fins have traditionally been made 
exclusively of neoprene rubber. Neo- 
prene is soft enough to be comfortable 
on a diver’s foot as well as being flexible 
and resilient. 

Resiliency is very important. Most of 
the thrust is created when the fin is 
kicked down through the water. Fin mate- 
rial is flexible and bends against the pres- 
sure of the down stroke. With the blade 
curved under this pressure, force is di- 
rected all along the blade at right angles. 
The amount of thrust produced is deter- 





mined by how hard the diver kicks and 
the resiliency of the blade. If the blade 
doubles over and doesn’t press back 
against the water, it will produce poor 
thrust. lf, however, the fin blade is very 
resilient and presses back against the 
water over the full curvature, it will pro- 
duce better thrust. 

Until recently, the resiliency of dive fins 
was only determined by the length, thick- 
ness and shape of the neoprene blade. 
But now, with the introduction of a new 
technique for bonding plastic to neo- 


prene rubber, there is an additional factor 
in determining the potential thrust pro- 
duced by a fin: the material. 

Dacor’s new Turboflex is made of two 
materials. The foot pocket is traditional 
soft neoprene. The blade, however, is 
clear, lightweight plastic. This material is 
more resilient than neoprene. The blade 
is thermally bonded to the foot pocket. 

The sensation you get when you first 
use the Turboflex is unusual and exciting. 
The fin is so lightweight that you feel as 
if you have much smaller ones on. You 
seem to increase the frequency of your 
kicking stroke and yet feel the thrust pro- 
duced by larger fins. The result seems to 
be more power with less effort. 

The Turboflex is similar in size and 
shape to Dacor’s TX1000 fin. These simi- 
larities provide a unique opportunity to 
compare a neoprene blade against a 
plastic blade. | found the Turboflex to be 
the superior fin. 

In addition to the unique materials 
used, the Turboflex also incorporates 
several other design features worth men- 
tioning. The blade is longer than average 
and has three vents just below the foot 
pocket. These allow water to slip through 
the center of the blade: during the recov- 
ery stroke to minimize effort. The blade 
also has two ribs down the center and 
heavy ribs on the sides which strengthen 
it and help channel water over the end. 

The foot pocket is soft and has optional 
drain holes for allowing water to run out. 
| especially liked the buckle arrangement. 
When the strap is unlocked, the entire 
buckle comes off easily. This allows strap 
adjustment with little effort. The strap it- 
self has a large tab, which allows the div- 
er to don and remove the fins easily. 

Dacor calls the Turboflex a competi- 


tion-type fin. This means that it will deliver 


maximum power to strong divers. It 


should be pointed out that this is a very 


large fin. Many women and smaller men 
may find it too large. It must be remem- 
bered that a fin will produce good thrust 
only when an efficient curve is produced 
in the blade with the downstroke. If you 
are unable to continually produce this 
curvature in a comfortable kick, and the 
fin wants to rock back and forth sideways 
instead of producing up and down 
strokes, choose a smaller fin. If, on the 
other hand, you are an average sized div- 
er with a good stroke, you may find the 
Dacor Turboflex a great improvement 
over the fins you are now using. 

One of the unexpected benefits of the 
Turboflex’s plastic composition is its at- 
tractiveness in U/W photographs. The 
translucent blades produce a nice effect. 

The Turboflex is available in two sizes: 
medium and large. The suggested retail 
price is $50. Visit your Dacor dealer and 
see it for yourself. >t 
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few years ago Tekna entered the reg- 
ulator market with its own version of 
a high performance regulator, the Tekna 
T-2100. This unit was greeted with inter- 
est by some divers, and disdain by oth- 
ers—opposite reactions, probably stem- 
ming from the same reasons. Although 
the first stage was quite conventional, the 
second stage was a radical departure 
from the norm: It was very small, light- 
weight and looked too fragile to withstand 
the rigors of diving. The valve mechanism 
and the case shape were unusual, as 
were the [-2100’s breathing characteris- 
tics. And, there was some concern over 
its extreme sensitivity to slight changes in 
pressure. Especially in shallow water, it 
seemed to respond to surface wave ac- 
tion by momentarily freeflowing. Adding 
to the controversy, the manufacturer sug- 
gested using the purge to clear the sec- 
ond stage after flooding, and claimed that 
the unit did not need routine adjustment 
or maintenance (other than rinsing after 
use). TO some conservative divers, these 
latter comments came close to heresy. 
Despite the mixed response, many di- 
vers who tried the T-2100 were pleasant- 
ly surprised. The light weight and com- 
pact size were big assets, resulting in 
less jaw fatigue and reduced drag in the 
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water. The diminutive second stage could 
deliver an astonishing amount of air with 
relatively little effort, however, it was 
probably a bit too sensitive for most sport 
divers. To reduce the freeflowing prob- 
lems, Tekna de-sensitized the unit slightly 
by increasing the cracking pressure from 
0.9 inch (of water) to 1.2 inches. 
Additional improvements led to the in- 
troduction of the Tekna T-2100B. The 
most obvious of these was the second 
Stage housing: It was changed from met- 
al to molded, high-impact structural resin. 
This resulted in about a 28 percent reduc- 
tion in weight; the T-2100B second stage 
weighs a meager 6.5 ounces. A second 
improvement was not so apparent, at 
least from the outside: The main (Supply) 
valve in the second stage was modified 
to increase the regulator's performance, 
especially under conditions of high de- 
mand (high air flow at depth). When both 
the T-2100 and the T-2100B were tested 
by the U.S. Navy Experimental Diving 
Unit in 1979, along with 34 other regula- 
tors, the Tekna T-2100B qualified for in- 
clusion in the high performance category. 
lf the Tekna regulators ever were con- 
troversial, they certainly shouldn’t be 
now—different, perhaps, but not contro- 
versial. AS mentioned, the first stage is a 
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very conventional, high performance, 
balanced piston design, supplying air at 
a nominal 135 psi intermediate pressure. 
It is constructed of triple chrome plated 
brass, provides two high pressure and 
four low pressure ports (on a rotating 
swivel) and is available with a 3500 psi 
yoke (for U.S. tank valves), or a 4500 psi 
DIN fitting (for use in Europe). This year 





Tekna is offering what is called an ‘‘envi- 
ronmental first stage:’”’ basically the same 
unit, but with added protection from salt, 
sand, silt and other such nasties. 

The T-2100B stage is not only different, 
it is quite interesting. The unit's compact 
size and light weight belie its capabilities. 
The secret lies in the design. It is a servo- 
controlled (pilot) design, which means 
that air pressure is harnessed to do most 
of the work in supplying air to the diver so 
large diaphragms and big valves are not 
required. Here’s basically how it works: 
The heart of the second stage is a small 
control chamber, shaped like a cylinder. 
One end has a port in the center for ad- 
mitting the supply air. In this same end, 
there are a series of smaller holes, ar- 
ranged in concentric rings around the 
supply port. A flexible diaphragm covers 
the entire inside of this end chamber, and 
is clamped tightly around its edge, so that 
only the center area is allowed to move. 
This diaphragm contains a restricted 
~ opening which allows a limited flow of air 
to enter the interior of the chamber when- 
ever the pressure there is less than the 
supply pressure. The opposite end of the 
chamber contains a tilt valve. Functioning 
as a servo-control valve, this opens when 
the diver inhales or the purge is de- 
pressed, and air is dumped from the 
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reaches equilibrium (that is, equal to the 
supply pressure) it exerts enough force to 
push the diaphragm against the end of 
the chamber, shutting off the air flow. 

An additional benefit of this design is 
the longevity of the second stage: The tilt 
valve is so small that there is very little 
force acting on it; and the diaphagm 
valve, which does practically all of the 
work, is protected from over stretching by 
a back-up plate. It is understandable, 
then, why Tekna makes the claim that, 
“There are no parts within the second 
stage which will deteriorate significantly 
with time or use, provided the regulator is 
rinsed in fresh water after each dive... 
therefore, no preventive maintenance is 
required, and service should only be per- 
formed if a problem arises....’’ Since 
the first stage is more conventional, how- 
ever, it should receive annual, preventive 
maintenance from a professional. 

Because the T-2100B is somewhat dif- 
ferent in use than many conventional re- 
gulators, it may take a few dives to adjust 
to it. For this reason, Tekna has wisely in- 
cluded several recommendations on a 
card that accompanies each new unit. 
For example: 

The mouthpiece is very comfortable 
because the bite tabs are actually hollow 
tubes, which partly collapse and conform 
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chamber. As chamber pressure drops, 
the main (valve) diaphragm flexes in- 
ward, allowing air to pass from the supply 
port to the small holes surrounding it, 
where the air is channeled to the mouth- 
piece. When inhalation is discontinued, 
or the purge is released, the tilt valve 
closes, and pressure builds up within the 
chamber again. When the pressure 
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to the diver’s teeth. But, if the diver bites 


down too hard, the teeth will restrict the — 


flow of air, causing a feedback to the ser- 
vo-control valve, and, as a result, the unit 
will start to stutter. The solution is simple: 
Relax, and don’t bite down so hard. 
New owners should also be aware that 
owing to the high sensitivity of the T- 
2100B and its response to wave action 


overhead, shuddering may be experi- 
enced when diving in very shallow water. 

Clearing a flooded second stage can 
be a tonsil-tickling experience for the 
uninitiated diver. It seems that clearing 
the unit with a forceful exhalation does 
not usually remove all of the water—with 
that inhalation you might get a little water. 
That's why Tekna still suggests using the 
purge to clear a flooded second stage, 
but with the following precautions: Use 
the tongue to restrict the flow of air (and © 
any water) into the throat and lungs, and 
depress the purge only long enough to 
clear the regulator. 

During my own evaluation of the Tekna 


~T-2100B, | found it to perform about as | 


had expected, with no surprises—well, 
maybe one or two. Being the hypocrite 
that | am, | started using the regulator 
without reading the manufacturer's in- — 
structions. After | had cleared the flooded 
second stage with a hearty exhalation, 
my next breath was accompanied by a 
shot of water. Not much, but startling 
nonetheless. After a few more episodes 
like this (I’m a slow learner) it occurred to 
me that this was probably just an idiosyn- 
crasy of the unit, and | adjusted to it. The 
T-2100B certainly will deliver a lot of air 
upon demand: | could sense a slight inti- 
tial resistance (cracking pressure) upon 
inhalation, but after that the air came very 
easily. (Warning: if the unit is in your 
mouth , and you must depress the purge, 
do so with a light touch—otherwise you 
might get more that you bargained for.) 
The inhalation effort didn’t seem to 
change much when | tried different posi- 
tions: A little harder, perhaps, while on 
my back, looking up, somewhat easier 
when looking down. Considering the 
small size of the exhaust valve, exhala- 
tion effort was unexpectedly easy—and it 
didn’t seem to vary much in different po- 
sitions, either. Freeflowing wasn't a prob- 
lem: Even with the unit held away from 
the mouth and the mouthpiece facing up, 
freeflowing would not start by itself; and 
when initiated by depressing the purge, it 
would self-extinguish within a second or 
two. By inhaling various ways, | managed 
to make it stutter: perhaps this was due 
to my strange breathing pattern, or to the 
air reflecting off of my teeth or tongue, 
causing a feedback situation. Whatever, 
it wasn’t really a problem, and | had to 
work to keep it stuttering. 

At $239.95, the Tekna T-2100B is 
worth considering, if you’re in the market — 
for a regulator. Its light weight, compact, 
size, and high performance should more 
than offset its minor idiosyncrasies. For

an Atwood of Crystal River, Florida, 

knows how to make a subtle sales 
pitch when it comes to his pride and joy: 
Pro-line boats. Dan sat across the table 
quietly answering my prodding questions 
about how his boat is made and what, 
special features he had incorporated into 
jts design. He repeatedly insisted that he 
builds a simple, all-around boat. A ‘Ford 
and Chevy”’ kind of boat, he stated sever- 
al times, all the while knowing that | would 
have one at my disposal for some test 
runs around the beautiful Crystal River 
springs. 

The following morning, when the boat 
pulled into the dock at the Plantation Inn 
| was really caught off guard. This Ford 
came off looking more like a Cad than | 
had been lead to expect. Dan’s idea of a 
dive boat has a good deal of luxury built 
into it. The Pro-line 23 foot Walkaround 
not only gets divers to the site in comfort 
but dry, totally dry. Many boats are 
Known for their ability to throw spray 
away from the boat while running in 
rough conditions. However, there are still 
those conditions that will throw water on- 
to the passengers no matter how well the 
boat is designed or how skillful the opera- 
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tor. Pro-line’s answer to the problem is 
actually quite simple: a cabin large 
enough for three or four people. Not only 
do the people stay dry, but so do certain 
other pieces of equipment (Such as cam- 
eras). This boat offers as much safe, pad- 
ded, dry storage for photo gear as could 
be desired. The cabin also has two V- 
berths large enough to sleep a couple of 
persons on an overnight excursion. To 
make life even more comfortable an op- 
tional marine head is available. 

Boats with cabins are sometimes 
avoided by divers because they limit 
deck space and make getting forward to 
raise and lower the anchor difficult. Both 
problems have been readily solved by 
the design engineers at Pro-line. The 
cabin does not take up the entire forward 
section; there is a walkway around the 
entire front of the boat so the bow is easy 
to reach. The mate who draws anchor 
duty will appreciate the recessed design 
of the bow section. And, since the cabin 
is Surrounded by a walkway its roof can 
double as forward seating with both com- 
fort (there’s a built-in cushion) and safety. 

The cockpit is both roomy and func- 
tional, having an eight foot beam. Twin 





swivel helm chairs are a standard feature 
as is the cuddy top (similar to a Bimini 
top) and front windscreen. These offer 
excellent protection from both sun and 
spray. There is ample space for dive gear 
in the roomy aft cockpit. Tank racks are 
optional and divers will want to add these 
along the gunwales. Teak dive platforms 
for either side are an inexpensive option, 
costing about $140. We found the ladder 
and the handrail attached to it quite useful 
in exiting the water. The deep splashwell 
and low transom on the outboard model 
make it easy to step from the platform in- 
to the cockpit. Overall, we found the area 
roomy enough for five or six divers. 

The 23 foot length, combined with the 
deep V, all fiberglass construction make 
an exceptionally stable, smooth riding, 
durable boat. Power can range anywhere 
from 135 hp outboards up to a single 235 
or a twin set of 100’s. If you want to sacri- 
fice some of your room you can add the 
optional inboard gas engine with stern 
drive. Suggested horsepower for the in- 
board is in the 140 to 185 hp range, but 
if speed is your thing you can put in a 
large engine. A 70 gallon fuel tank is 
standard and with a medium sized engine 
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this will allow good cruising range. 

In addition to the standard features al- 
ready listed, an automatic bilge pump is 
factory installed. The optional list of 
equipment is very impressive and you 
can outfit your Pro-line with just the 
touches you desire. For example, if you 
really want to keep the cockpit area dry 
you can add side curtains to the standard 
cuddy top and front windscreen. If you 
want to be protected from inclement 
weather while overnighting you can go all 
the way and add the optional aft curtain

as well! If you want more seating in the 
cockpit the swivel chairs can be replaced 
with back-to-back seats accommodating 
four instead of two. If that’s still not 
enough seats a cooler that doubles as 
seating can be added in either of two 
sizes! Further options to really bring this 
Ford up to the luxury level include wind- 
shield wipers, electric fuel gauge, a pair 
of speargun (rod) holders, external 
baitwell, cabin lights, dual steering, etc. 

The most amazing thing about this 
large, roomy, comfortable boat is its 
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price: $8,889 less motor and trailer. In 
the stern drive configuration the price 
Starts at $15,441. That much boat for that 
little money makes the 23 foot Walk- 
around a formidable competitor.

Hear See And Feel Your Treasure Finds 
With This Amphibious Metal Detector

Or: you've gotten past the wide- 
eyed wonderment of scuba diving, 
you'll be looking for something interest- 
ing to do underwater. Some divers im- 
merse themselves in photography; some 
become avid game hunters. If, however, 
you re a natural-born scrounger, the little 
orange machine shown on these pages 
was made for you. New, from White's 
Electronics, it’s the Pl 1000, an amphibi- 
ous metal detector. 

White's is the largest metal detector 
company in the U.S. and has been mak- 
ing treasure-finding machines for more 
than 30 years. The company is owned by 
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Kenneth anc Olive White and their son, 
Kenneth, Jr. White's makes about nine 
different metal detector models ranging in 
price from $79.95 to $499.95. The PI 
1000 is the newest addition to the line 
and the only amphibious unit the compa- 
ny sells at present. (The older Treasure- 
master Amphibian and the Surfmaster 
have been discontinued.) White’s is 
headquartered in Oregon and has an 
overseas manufacturing plant in Inver- 
ness, Scotland. 

The PI 1000 arrived in our offices unas- 
sembled. Although not noted for my me- 
chanical ability, | was able to put the unit 
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together easily, unassisted. There are 
just three basic pieces: a two-section rod, 
a searchcoil and an electronics housing. 

The rod is black anodized aluminum. 
One section slips inside the other. A set 
of five holes on one piece matches up 
with a pair of stainless steel buttons on 
the other to provide five settings for 
length. At its minimum extension, the rod 
is 33% inches long; at its maximum, 437. 

The lower section of the rod attaches, 
with a plastic screw and nut, to an 11 inch 
diameter, orange searchcoil. The search- 
coil contains a single loop induction coil 
embedded in plastic. The upper section 
of the rod has an arm brace and a hand- 
grip that holds the housing for the elec- 
tronics. An orange, ABS plastic, O-ring 
sealed case, the housing is seven inches 
long and three and one-half inches in di- 
ameter. There is a groove on the under- 
side so it can slide on and off the. hand- 
grip. Inside the housing are a printed cir- 
cuit board and a battery pack with six AA 
alkaline cells. The lid of the housing is 
clear Lexan. From the side you can see 
if the O-ring is sealing properly. Two LED 
lights are visible through the top. One of 
these—the battery indicator—is green. 
The other—the find indicator—is red. The 
electronics housing has two cords, one 
leading to the searchcoil and the other to 
a mechanical vibrator. This is simply a 
one and one-half by two inch hard rubber 
rectangle which transmits clicks which 
can be heard and felt. It comes with a 
Stainless steel clip and can be attached 
to your hood, facemask strap, or slipped 
inside your glove. 

The PI 1000 is easy to operate. After 
assembly, slowly rotate the T-shaped 
Stainless steel switch on the underside of 
the electronics housing 90 degrees. After 
a 30 degree rotation the green LED will 
flash if the battery is good. (Under normal 
conditions with standard alkalines, the 
unit -will work about two hours after the 
battery check LED no longer lights. With 
fresh alkalines the detector will operate 
for about four to six hours.) At 60 de- 
grees rotation, the detector is ground bal- 
anced (has cancelled out the effects of 
the mineral content.of the ground). At 90 
degrees, it is tuned to the area around it. 
At this point, the detector is ready to use. 
The operator moves the searchcoil from 
side-to-side, over and about two inches 
above, the ocean floor. 

The PI 1000 is a pulse induction metal 
detector that is completely unresponsive 
to salt water and to all but the most heavi- 
ly mineralized ground. This type of detec- 
tor has proven very accurate in salt wa- 
ter. The Pl 1000 indicates a find in two 
ways: Clicks from the vibrator become 
more rapid and the red LED flashes more 
frequently. The P! 1000 detects all metals 
with the exception of very thin foil. It has 
proven accurate down to ten inches with 
small objects, such as coins, and down

to six to ten feet with large objects, such 
as cannons. Detection is affected by 
three factors: The object’s size, the 
length of time it has been buried and the 
skill of the operator. The longer an object 
has been buried, the easier it will be to 
find. This is because there is a chemical 
reaction in the surrounding soil, called a 
halo effect, that causes the detector to 
register a much greater increase in fre- 
quency than might otherwise be ex- 
pected. Should the detector become un- 
tuned—that is, start clicking and flashing 
rapidly when you know you are not near 
metal—retune it by turning the switch to 


60 degrees and then back to 90. 

Care of the PI 1000 is simple. Rinse in 
fresh water after saltwater use and let 
dry. Periodically clean the O-ring and lu- 
bricate it with silicone grease. Clean the 
O-ring groove with a cotton tipped swab. 
If the detector is not going to be used for 
awhile, remove the battery pack and put 
the Lexan lid on loosely. Do not leave the 
machine in the sun or where it might get 
excessively hot. 

The PI 1000 can be used on land or un- 
derwater to a depth of 200 feet. It weighs 
four pounds, six ounces topside. It is pos- 
itively buoyant underwater, but comes 





with several clip-on weights that can be 
used to make it neutrally or negatively 
buoyant according to your needs on a 
particular day. 

Specifically designed with scuba di- 
vers in mind, the PI 1000 sells for

Here there are 300 plus 
days of excellent weather, more successful dive operations, 
and almost unlimited growth potential. Our training and our ob- 
jectives in job placement are best served here.’’ To take full 
advantage of the geographical location, all the open water 
training takes place off the South Florida Coast, in the Keys 
and Bahamas. 

The UCI flagship, Dolphin One, is berthed in Key Largo, adja- 
cent to Pennekamp Park. It is a $100,000, 42 foot diesel, cus- 
tom charter dive boat with the latest in a platform ladder sys- 
tem, storage and staging areas, and safety and navigational 
equipment. The Dolphin One is about 45 minutes to one hour 
away from Molasses and French reefs, and other coral stal- 
warts of Pennekamp. Here, UCI students develop their knowl- 
edge of open water procedures, group control, and ocean ex- 
pertise. As a direct result of recent negotiations with several 
operations, the divemaster program will now feature four days 
of training in the waters of the Bahamas. 

UCI's innovative programs have strong appeal for qualified 
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erations specialist, and an ITC preparatory course. 
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scuba divers with various levels of experience as well as seri- 
ous scuba instructors. While the parent company will continue 
to provide standard scuba training, UC! will take on the pro- 
gressive educational steps from there. Students can enroll in 
the series of courses in consecutive order or one at a time to 
accomplish their goals according to an individual expense/ 
time plan. The curriculum includes ITC preparatory course (24 
hours), instructor training course (90 hours), resort specialist/ 
divemaster course (85 hours), and retail operations specialist 
course (80 hours) for a total of 279 hours of training given over 
a period of 5 weeks. Specialized courses such as lifesaving

seminars for divemasters, underwater photography specialist, 
and equipment repair clinics are also offered quarterly. UCI is 
currently adding to its retail operations program and will be of- 
fering retail management seminars to dive store owners and 
managers. | 

Special consideration has been given to just how much train- 
ing can be accomplished within a reasonable time frame and 
to what end. Brylske offers that, ‘‘It is imperative that we pro- 
gress rapidly and don’t waste anyone’s time and money. Atten- 
tion here is on education and educational development. It’s i- 
ronic, but with all the emphasis on the need for quality educa- 
tors in the field of sport diving, many people still show up at 
ITC’s white-knuckled and expecting to be beaten with a bull- 
whip. The instructor image has changed. Diving is fun, and an 
ITC candidate has a right to expect the training to be fun, too. 
The first two days are spent in evaluation to assess the stu- 
dent's skills and knowledge. From then on it is teaching an indi- 
vidual how best to become an effective educator—that’s what 
we're all about.” 

While ITC development is important, Brylske is particularly 
excited about his resort operation course and is convinced that 
this will be UCI's most popular program by far. The unique re- 
quirements of dive resort operations demand a wide range of 
information, skills, and specialized training that is just not of- 
fered in traditional diver education programs. In addition to 
their own expertise in designing and managing the Fantasia Di- 
vers operation in Cozumel, Inman and Brylske consulted with 
other successful and active resorts throughout the Caribbean 
and have developed a curriculum that includes equipment 
maintenance, dive group supervision, boats and marine en- 
gines, accident prevention, and chamber systems. Inman as- 
serts, ‘This is a position in the dive industry which is perhaps 
most critically underdeveloped. This is an important out-front 
position, an individual who is in direct contact with hundreds* 
of divers a year from all walks of life. It is imperative that we 
do an outstanding job; and we are confident that UCI has the 
program to do it.”’ 

Although some UCI students and graduates will be using 
their training to further develop diving as a personal hobby, 
many will be seeking part-time or full-time employment. In re- 
sponse to job hunting and placement after graduation, Inman 
offers the following, ‘‘Due to our very active role in the busi- 
ness, we are in daily contact with both retailers and resort 
Owners and managers throughout our area and the opportuni- 
ties are enormous. By every parameter that is measured in the 
sport diving industry, this is where the growth is taking place. 
Ninety percent of the jobs are getting to be selected from this 
area, which demands precisely the set of skills with which we 
furnish our students. The vast majority of the jobs will be resort 
oriented. For a qualified resort specialist, the market is wide 
open and almost non-competitive.”’ In addition to assistance 
with available positions in the industry, UCI also provides sev- 
eral individual counseling sessions for each candidate. Useful 
information and help with housing and ground transportation is 
also available. 

UCI has impressive credentials. It is one of the few schools 
to be sanctioned by PADI International as an instructor training 
facility, and is licensed by the State of Florida to provide spe- 
cialized career development. With a geographical location in 
the heartland of the sport and 80 percent of the open water 
training in the Florida Keys, a meaningful program is assured.

A hot underwater flash 
for rapid macro

Hee you ever experienced the frustration of missing a 
great underwater macro shot because your flash didn't 
2 recycle fast enough? There you are, with your macro framer 
ee all lined up on a nice little banded coral shrimp or clownfish. 
Immediately after you fire your strobe the startled little crea- 
ture strikes an even more interesting pose and you go for a 
second shot. But alas, the strobe seems to take forever to 
recycle and the creature scampers off before you can get the 
prize-winning picture. 

Take heart, dear friend, for now there is a strobe which can 
solve your problem. The Nikon Company of Japan has devel- 
oped an underwater strobe which has proved remarkably 
good for macro photography — it recycles almost as fast as 
you can advance the film. 





GENERAL DESIGN 

The underwater strobe we are talking about is the Nikonos 
SB-101 Speedlight. It was introduced a little more than one 
year ago along with the Nikonos IV-A. Its major feature, heavily 
promoted by Nikon, is automatic exposure programming 
which is integrated (dedicated flash) with the electronics of the 
camera itself. You have probably seen the ads which say: “36 
out of 36.” 

lronically, all of the fanfare about its automatic exposure 
overshadowed many of the basic features of this excellent 
strobe. No one really gave much thought to how the SB-101 
would work on manual exposure for macro photography. As it 
turns out, the SB-101 is ideally suited for this purpose because 
of a unique combination of design features. 


MACRO FEATURES 

First of all, the SB-101 provides an extremely powerful flash. 
The use of extension tubes between the camera lens and body 
not only extends the focal length of the lens but’also reduces 
the amount of light which reaches the film. Thus, strong output 
is absolutely essential for macro. 

The power of the SB-101 is partly owing to its narrow beam 
angle (50 degrees underwater) which concentrates coverage 
into an area slightly larger than that of the Nikonos 35 mm lens. 
Another reason for the high power output is the quality of this 
unit's circuitry. The SB-101 is powered by eight 1.5 volt AA 
alkaline batteries. The starting voltage of these batteries is 12 
volts, which is then stepped up to a higher voltage for driving 
the flash tube. Incidentally, the SB-101 features a circular flash 
tube that gives very even flash coverage. 
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The SB-101 is perfect for use with a Nikonos camera outfitted 
with macro tubes and framers. The camera bracket can be posi- 
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The SB-101 is so powerful that you can operate it on the one- 
fourth power setting. At this setting this strobe recycles in 1.4 
seconds. Another advantage of the quarter-power mode is 


that you get a lot more flashes out of a set of batteries. We esti- - 


mate approximately 650 flashes with a fresh set of alkaline 
cells. If you use ni-cad rechargeable batteries the recycle time 
quickens to 0.8 second. 

Can you really get enough power with the quarter-power set- 
ting? SKIN DIVER ran several tests to find the answer. Using 
Ektachrome 64 film, we set the Nikonos IV-A on manual (shut- 
ter speed 1/90 second). At an aperture setting of f22 we 
obtained perfect exposures at the following distances: 1:3 
macro tube — 10 inches; 1:2 macro tube — 8 inches; 1:1 
macro tube — 6 inches. 

There was no question in our minds that the SB-101 could 
put out as much power on the quarter-power setting as most 
mini strobes do at full power. 

But wait, there is more! The camera bracket assembly for the 
SB-101 turns out to be a perfect set-up for macro. The strobe 
head is attached to a large, two inch diameter upright handle 
which contains the battery pack. The batteries are in the lower 
part of the handle, thus giving the strobe excellent balance 
underwater. The strobe head is connected to the handle by a 
swiveling ball-joint which allows the strobe to be adjusted ina 
variety of positions and angled downward more than 45 
degrees. This is really handy when working with macro tubes 
since the wire frames are only a few inches from the lens. 

The neat thing about the SB-101 assembly is that the strobe 
handle can be easily positioned anywhere along the mounting 
bracket. Loosening the two locking screws on the bracket 
mount allows you to swing the camera bracket forward, to the 
side, or slide it up and down. This adjustment capability allows 
you to position the camera on either side of the strobe head or 
directly in front. Most flash arm assemblies position the strobe 
head to the left of the camera. However, we found it more 
desirable to position the SB-101 strobe head directly in back 
and above the camera. This position provided the ideal angle 
for front lighting. 





The Nikonos camera bracket 
is normally mounted side- 
ways, with the SB-101 above 
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Once adjusted and locked into position, the SB-101 flash 
remains firmly set and cannot accidentally shift position. It 
has one of the most compact and sturdy flash arm/bracket 
designs offered today. You can carry or operate the complete 
camera and strobe assembly with one hand if necessary. This 
is particularly helpful when diving in a current or attempting to 
work in heavy surge. 


CONCLUSION 

While the SB-101 may be good for many other types of pho- 
tographs, it certainly excels in macro. The strobe has excep- 
tional power, high quality coverage, compact mounting and an 
extremely quick recycle time. As the manual says, it’s the 
Nikonos Speedlight. 

The SB-101 is not an amateur play-toy; it is a professional 
quality flash for underwater use. The unit retails for $454, which 
includes the camera bracket assembly and detachable auto- 
matic exposure sensor. The flash is available at dive and cam- 
era stores throughout the country.

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=e (pronounced urovineel) isn’t 
exactly a household word in the Unit- 
ed States. But, the name is well Known in 
Europe where the Italian product is one of 
the Continent’s best sellers. In business 
since 1951, the company makes a full 
range of lifeboats, buoys, water distilla- 
tion equipment and even inflatable tents 
for the Italian military and for NATO. 
Since 1969, it has been a pioneer in the 
use of plastics for inflatable sport boats. 
And, late last year, the company decided 
the time had come to invade our shores. 
Max Lagomarsino’s Villini International, 
Inc., of Leucadia, California became the 
North American distributor. The first 
boats arrived in time for the February, 
1982 boat shows. 

Eurovinil makes three boats of different 
sizes, with subtle differences in hull and 
pontoon design. The largest boat is the E 
4, 13 feet, 8 inches, designed for carrying 
heavy loads. This model is best suited for 
the needs of divers. 

The E 4, as are all Eurovinils, is a plas- 
tic boat. But don't confuse it with the wa- 
ter toys which are sold in discount stores.

This is a genuine, rugged, workhorse 
dive boat. Eurovinil uses space-age tech- 
nology in a new assembly method which 
the company feels is the wave of the fu- 
ture in the inflatable boat industry. 

As is the case with any quality inflat- 
able, a base fabric gives the boat 
strength and resistance to distortion. 
Eurovinil uses a polyester which they call 
Doubletex EV. It is coated on both sides 
with PVC. The manufacturer feels this 
material has several advantages over 
rubber products. It is more resistant to 
sun and ozone than even hypalon. Only 
extreme heat and highly volatile solvents, 
such as acetone, can harm PVC. These 
substances are not normally found 
around inflatable boats. The E 4’s adver- 
tising literature even states that the boats 
do not need washing before storage, but 
| wouldn't go that far. 

Perhaps the greatest advantage of 
plastic materials is in the manufacturing 
process. Rubber materials must be glued 
by hand. This is extremely labor inten- 
sive, and the bond is only as good as the 
person doing the work. Since each boat 





is, in effect, handmade, absolute unifor- 
mity throughout the production run is im- 
possible to achieve. The seams of Euro- 
vinil boats are electronically welded, 
forming a molecular bond, so that two 
pieces literally become one. During tear 
resistance testing, it was found that the 
seams are stronger than the material. 
-Lagomarsino performed his own test of 
the electronic bond by pulling a fitting off 
the hull. It required 680 pounds of pull to 
do it. To demonstrate his confidence in 
the process, all Eurovinil boats sold in the 
USA are guaranteed for ten years against 
failure of materials, seams, and valves. 
No inflatable boat is completely im- 
mune to punctures: If one occurs, the E 
4 owner has two options. The boat can 
be sent to the distributor, where a patch 
can be electronically welded to cover the 
hole. In many cases, the patch can be in- 
Stalled inside, making it practically invisi- 
ble. This is the recommended procedure 


for major rips. 


A small leak in an E 4 can be repaired 
in the field by the owner, even easier than 
on a rubber. boat. A two-part molecular 
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coated on both sides with tough PVC. The E 4 will carry up to five divers.

solvent, called Airstop SAE, is applied di- 
rectly over the leak. When it cures, in 12 
to 24 hours, it seals the hole and actually 
becomes part of the material. Unlike glue, 
it actually becomes stronger with age. 

Larger tears require patches of the 
PVC fabric material, which are glued over 
the hole with Airstop. No scuffing or prep- 
aration of the surface is necessary prior 
to gluing, as is the case with rubber. 

Beginning with the basic E 4, the owner 
can custom tailor the boat to his/her 
needs with the addition of a series of op- 
tions. More choices are offered than per- 
haps with any other inflatable boat. One 
can begin with a removable bowdodger. 
A windscreen can be added to provide 
further spray protection. Up to this point 
the option list looks like that of any other 
manufacturer. But wait, it's just begin- 
ning. A mahogany wall with a locking 
door can completely enclose the area un- 
derneath the bowdodger. 

Remote steering can be added, along 
with an inflatable seat, which folds down 
into a mat. To complete the transforma- 
tion, there is a fiberglass dashboard,

which includes an aluminum reinforced 
windshield. The dashboard console fea- 
tures motor speed and transmission con- 
trols, running lights, compass and rear- 
view mirror. Electrical power is supplied 
by a small motorcycle battery. This setup, 
very popular in Europe, makes the E4 a 
multi-purpose boat for high speed cruis- 
ing and water skiing. 

Let’s take a close look at the E 4 in its 
dive boat configuration. Quality construc- 
tion is evident throughout. Its burnt or- 
ange color is designed for visibility. The 
hull is divided into three chambers. The 
plastic inflation valves have a low profile, 
almost flush with the hull, to minimize 
snagging. The inner valve body can be 
uscrewed for rapid deflation. A unique 
pressure gauge is built into one of the 
valves, color-coded to indicate the prop- 
er inflation pressure of three psi. A black 
band indicates proper inflation, while 
green, yellow, and white bands represent 
descending pressure levels. Red indi- 
cates overinflation. 

The floorboards are marine mahogany 
plywood, finished in polyurethane. The 


keel is made of the same material, rein- 
forced with an aluminum support. It 
breaks into two parts for storage, and 
runs the length of the boat when installed. 
Four bolts with handwheels are all that’s 
needed for assembly. 

The transom is held in place by a se- 
ries of stainless steel bolts. The intent is 
not disassembly by the owner, but rather 
consistency of manufacturing methods. If 
the transom is damaged, it can be re- 
placed easier than one which is glued in 
place. An aluminum plate on the transom 
serves as the motor mount. The plate is 
adjustable for height, to custom tune the 
engine and propeller position. 

A manual drain valve is easily operated 
by a lever which extends from the floor- 
board at the base of the transom. It is not 
a one-way valve, so it must be closed 
when the boat is not moving. 

There is no rubber on the boat at all. 
Exterior carrying handles, oarlock fittings, 
and remote steering fittings are all plastic. 
A stainless steel handle at the bow 
serves as a towline attachment point. |n- 
terior grab handles for passengers can 
be added by the dealer. Other factory op- 
tions include launching wheels, a locking 
device for gas tanks, a folding stainless 
steel ladder and a boat cover. 

The E 4’s hull has been modified with 
a slight flare on the bottom of the pon- 
toons, just forward of the tail cone. This 
acts as a trim tab, bringing the bow down 
on an efficient plane. The result is greater 
load capacity with a lower horsepower 
engine. This feature, combined with a 
wooden keel running the entire length of 
the boat, gives the E 4 excellent ride 
characteristics for an inflatable. A rigid 
keeled inflatable tracks better with less 
side slip on turns and less bounce in 
swells than boats with inflatable keels. 

The E 4 is small enough to carry on top 
of a small van, or to launch on its wheels. 
We launched it easily from a trailer at Da- 
na Point Harbor. With three adults and a 
set of dive gear aboard, the Suzuki 40 
horsepower engine just loafed to bring it 
up on a plane. Lagomarsino estimated 
that 25 horses would easily do the job. 
However, four to five divers with full gear 
would need the bigger motor. 

Most of my experience has been in in- 
flatable keeled boats, so | could appreci- 
ate the difference a rigid keel makes, es- 
pecially in turns. The E 4 turned in a tight- 
er circle, with less slip. It gets high marks 
on handling, as the engine pushes it 
along on an easy plane at just over half 
throttle. Spray came over the pontoons, 
but that could be minimized with the addi- 
tion of a bowdodger and windshield. 

The Eurovinil E 4 can be many things, 
from a no nonsense open dive boat to a 
luxury cruiser and speedboat. In its diving 
configuration it handles well and should 
provide many years of trouble free serv- 
ice, backed by the longest guarantee in 
its field. It sells for $3,500 at your Euro- 
vinil dealer. >.

Ocean Dynamics Introduces A Revolutionary 
~ Device Which Stacks And Stores The Speargun Line

Or” of the major hassles of spearfish- 
ing is what to do with the line when 
reloading. It often gets tangled or slips off 
the retainer hook. A lot of time is spent 
swearing at it. It's enough to make a 
hardcore spearfisherman turn to under- 
water photography. 

_ Cavalero has come to the rescue with 
a new accessory from France which 
gobbles up ten feet of line within three 
seconds. Known as the Line Gobbler, it 
is a small, piston device that attaches to 
a speargun and uses water pressure to 
inhale up to ten feet of line. The pump 
was developed by Cavalero for its Arba- 
lete spearguns, but will fit any gun with a 
one inch diameter barrel. An adapter is 
being made that will allow the device to, 
be attached to a one and one-eighth inch 
barrel, so it can be used with most spear- 
guns available in the United States. 

The Gobbler consists of a six inch alu- 
minum tube in a Cycolac housing with 
rubber valves. The braided nylon line is 
stored inside and feeds out with virtually 
no resistance when the shaft is fired. To 
retrieve the line, the diver merely pumps 
the aluminum piston three to four strokes 
through its two and one-half inches of 
travel. The pump sucks in water through 
a small orifice in front, and with it comes 
the line. 

According to Cavalero, this line pump 
offers several advantages over the tradi- 
tional method of stringing a line on a 
speargun. First, the risk of snagging is 


eliminated because no line is stored on — 


the outside of the gun. Next, there is no 
need to chase and retrieve the line manu- 
ally. Three or four pulls on the piston re- 
trieve it within seconds. Finally, the range 
and accuracy of the speargun is en- 
hanced, because the line is pulled along 
by the spear itself. There is no braking or 
unbalancing action as is the case with a 
conventional line clamp which forces the 
line to uncoil a loop in the water. 

The Line Gobbler is so new in this 
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country that when | received it for testing, 
there were no instructions. | got on the 
phone and called Nick Icorn, the manag- 
er of product development and chief en- 
gineer for Ocean Dynamics, the exclusive 
distributor for Cavalero products in the 
United States. In addition to being a high- 
ly respected engineer, Nick is the dive in- 
dustry’s unofficial equipment historian. | 
figured if Nick couldn't help me, no one 
could. 

He couldn't help me. The product had 
just arrived from France and Nick hadn't 
had a chance to use it. However, he 
promised to look it over and get back to 
me. By the next day, Nick had taken the 
pump apart, put it back together and fig- 
ured out what made it tick. He told me 
more about it than | ever thought | wanted 
to know. 

Armed with all this information, | set out 
to test the Line Gobbler off Point Loma in 
san Diego. Its performance backed up 
the manufacturer's claims. After every 
shot, it inhaled the line with three to four 
pumps. | even twisted the line in attempts 
to kink it, but it worked easily every time. 
No drag was detected on the shaft when 
firing, although more extensive tests are 
needed to back up the claim of improved 
accuracy. The claim makes sense, how- 





ever, because the line feeds out with no 
perceptible resistance. 

Water pressure is needed for the Line 
Gobbler to do its job, so it works only 
when submerged. A clip on the bottom 
secures the line on land to prevent its 
spilling out accidentally. If it does, stuffing 
it back inside the small hole is a tedious 
process. 

The pump should be installed just be- 
hind the muzzle of the speargun to take 
full advantage of the ten feet of line. Ow- 
ing to its size and the diameter of the 
hole, it works only with braided nylon line’ 
up to ten feet in length. If the line breaks 
it can easily be replaced. 

Maintenance consists of rinsing with 
fresh water and occasional lubrication of 
the diaphragms with silicone spray. Ow- 
ing to its simple concept and quality con- 
struction, the Line Gobbler should give 
many years of trouble free service. It sells 
for $20 at your local dive shop. For fur-

he SeaVest is basically a jacket BC 


without back flotation. When inflated, ° 


buoyancy is concentrated in front of the 
diver, behind the neck, and low on the 
sides of the chest. Thus, the diver floats 
high in the water, in a vertical position. 
This gives the wearer a better angle from 
which to see a dive boat, buddy, stu- 
dents, etc. There is less bulk on the div- 
ers chest than there is with a horse collar 
BC. And, the absence of back flotation 
will appeal to those divers who feel 
hemmed in by BC jackets. 

The SeaVest provides 33 pounds of 
buoyancy. It has a double bag design. 
The outer covering is tough, good-look- 
ing, 420 denier nylon, the inner bag is 15 
mil thick urethane. 

The SeaVest comes with a backpack. 
The pack’s shoulder and waist straps slip 
through sleeves sewn inside the BC. To 
increase diver comfort there are neo- 
prene pads that cushion the shoulders. A 


larger neoprene pad on the waist strap 
cushions the diver’s back from the strap 
and pack. This pad has a sewn-on cover. 
SeaQuest has added other special fea- 
tures to the SeaVest. A one inch wide, 
adjustable web strap closes the front of 
the vest above the waist strap. When 
latched by the snap-in polyethylene 
clasp, this strap prevents the front panels 
of the vest from sliding. The backpack 
waist strap can be adjusted separately. 
Fold-over Velcro hose retainers keep 
SPG, octopus and power inflator up front 
and easy to reach. Another fold-over flap 
locks the neck of the vest to the handle 
opening at the top of the backpack. — 
The large pockets on the SeaVest 
close with Velcro and have stainless steel 
D-rings and grommets inside. The D- 
rings allow you to attach car keys and 
other small, valuable items securely. 
There are mesh drain panels at the base 
of the BC and at the back of the neck. An 


overpressure relief valve is set under the 
right pocket and the emergency COz in- 
flator (optional) is under the left. 

The inflator hose on the SeaVest gives 
the choice of manual inflation (button op- 
erated mouthpiece) or the use of a power 
inflator (provided with the vest). To vent 
air from the SeaVest, simply pull down on 
the inflation hose. A stainless steel cable 
links the mouthpiece end of the hose to 
a one-way Rapid Exhaust valve at the 
hose/vest junction. This combination of 
power inflator/dump valve on one hose 
allows quick, one-handed buoyancy ad- 
justments. 

The SeaVest is sturdy and comfort- 
able. lf neither a horse collar nor a jacket 
BC seems quite your style, check it out. 
It is available in either blue with yellow 
and red trim or in yellow with blue trim. It 
retails for $275 with a 25 gram COQz car- 
tridge or $262.50 with COz stubbed-off.

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his seems to be the year for snorkel 

innovations and U.S. Divers is no ex- 
ception. The company’s Mistral XL has a 
radical design that combines modern 
manufacturing technology with human 
engineering. 


DESIGN 

The main feature of the Mistral XL is the 
flex tube. This allows the mouthpiece to 
hang straight down when not in use. It 
does not interfere with the regulator 
mouthpiece or poke the diver under the 
chin annoyingly. The flexible belows are 
smooth on the inside. The tube flexes 
easily but delivers the air to the diver’s 
mouth in a smooth uninterrupted flow. 

One of the clever aspects of the XL de- 
sign is the bellows convolutions. They are 
thicker on one side of the tube than the 
other, thus causing the mouthpiece to 
bend naturally toward the diver’s mouth. 

The snorkel has two sections and swiv- 
els in the middle. The swivel allows pre- 
cise placement of the mouthpiece while 
the upper portion of the tube follows the 
natural contour of the diver’s head. 

The mouthpiece has a new anatomical 
design. The outer flange is smaller and 
thinner for a more comfortable fit. The 
bite lugs have been enlarged to allow a 
better grip and greater durability. The 
overall result is less gum contact and re- 
duced irritation during extended usage. 

The upper portion of the XL is a wide 
bore tube with a patented flair at the tip. 
The flair reduces entry turbulence and 
helps deliver a smooth flow of air. 

A new snorkel keeper has offset grip 
tabs to make it easier to adjust the snor- 
kel on the mask strap. 


CONSTRUCTION 

The lower portion of the Mistral XL is 
hypoallergenic silicone. The silicone 
wears extremely well and maintains its 
softness and flexibility in spite of lengthy 
use in salt water. 

The upper portion of the snorkel is 
made of a black elastomer which is re- 
sistant to ozone and ultraviolet rays. It is 
available either straight or contoured. 

The two portions of the snorkel are pre- 
cision molded and fit together so snugly 
there is no leakage. A bright yellow vinyl 
decal is wrapped around the top for high 
visibility. 


CONCLUSION 

U.S. Divers is offering five different 
models of the Mistral XL ranging in price 
from $10.50 to $15.50. The selection in- 
cludes silicone or black elastomer mouth- 
pieces with straight or contoured barrels, 
plus a solid, one-piece economy version. 

The Mistral XL is truly a departure in 
snorkel design, and could bring more 
pleasure to your surface swimming. For

SCUBAPRO DIVE TABLES 


his month, in addition to bringing you 

another set of repetitive dive tables, 
we are also providing you with a work 
sheet and diagram which will help you 
use them. All three are reprinted from 
Recreational Diving: A Complete Diving 
Text by Tom Jerussi, Ph.D. Dr. Jerussi 
has more than 20 years of civilian dive 
experience, plus, he spent several years 
with the U.S. Navy UDT and SEAL 
Teams. The book was in production for 
four years. Published and sold by Scuba- 
pro, it is well written and well illustrated 
by black/white and color photographs as 
well as drawings. It covers diving from A 
to Z. And, we’ll use an example from the 
text to explain the three tables repro- 
duced on these pages. 

Two divers decide to dive on a rock 
formation. Two dives are planned, one to 
the top of the formation—54 feet—and 
one to the bottom—62 feet. On the first 
dive their bottom time amounts to 31 min- 
utes. After a surface interval of one hour, 
they make the second dive. How much 
no decompression bottom time will they 
have at 62 feet? 

Let's give you a brief orientation to the 
tables before we work the problem. Scu- 
bapro has integrated the repetitive dive 
tables into one, but there are still three 
distinct sections: Table 7-1, No Decom- 
pression Limits and Repetitive Group; Ta- 
ble 7-2, Surface Interval; and Table 7-3, 
Residuai Nitrogen Times. 

The word Start and a big black dot at 
the far right of Table 7-1 show you where 
to enter it. Remember, any time a specific 
depth or time are not shown on the tables 
you must use the next greater one. Our 
divers were at 54 feet for 31 minutes but 
neither depth nor time appears on the ta- 
bles. Thus, we must use 60 feet for 40 
minutes in our calculations. Enter Table 
7-1 at 60 feet and read left to 40 minutes. 
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Then read straight down to G on Table 7- 
2. This means that after their first dive, 
Our divers are in repetitive group G. They 
spend one hour planning their second 
dive to 62 feet. What group are they in at 
the beginning of this second dive and 
how much bottom time have they got? 

Read right from the G to the time of the 
surface interval: One hour (1:00) falls be- 
tween 0:41/1:15. Read straight down 
from this box to Table 7-3. Across the top 
is the alphabet from A to O. Underneath 
the letters are numbers that represent the 
Residual Nitrogen Times at each depth 
(40 to 130 feet) listed on the far left. Re- 
sidual Nitrogen Time (RNT) is the minutes 
a diver must assume he/she has already 
spent on the bottom at the beginning of 
a repetitive dive. RNT must be subtracted 
from the no decompression limit for a 
particular depth to determine Actual Bot- 
tom Time (ABT) remaining. Our divers are 
going to 62 feet. This must be considered 
as 70 feet on the tables. A group F diver 
has 31 minutes of RNT at 70 feet. On Ta- 
ble 7-1, we can see that the no decom- 
pression limit for that depth is 50 minutes. 
Subtracting 31 from 50 leaves 19. Thus, 
our divers may spend 19 minutes at 70 
feet without decompression. When they 
surface after this second dive, they will 
be in group J. 

Now, look at Table 7-5. It is read from 
left to right, top to bottom. Using the sdme 
example of the two buddies and their two 
dives, we will show you how to use it. The 
first dive to 54 feet is the first entry, under 
Previous Dive/Depth. Directly to the right 
is the time spent at that depth, 0:31 (31 
minutes). The buddies’ repetitive group 
after their first dive, G, is the next entry 
under Previous Dive/Repetitive Group. 
Moving down to the next line we either 
skip or put O under Surface Interval/ 
Depth because there is no depth for a 





surface interval. Reading right, there is an 
entry under Surface Interval/Time: 1:00 
means one hour: no minutes was spent 
on the surface. The F in the next box 
(Surface Interval/Repetitive Group) 
represents the divers’ group designation 
at the end of their surface interval. On the 
third line we find 62 entered under Repet- 
itive Dive/Depth. This is the depth of the 
second dive. Under Repetitive Dive/Time 
there is a formula for computing Actual 
Bottom Time for this second dive. The 
last entry, J, under Repetitive Dive/Re- 
petitive Group, is the diver’s group desig- 
nation after this last dive. 

The last table, 7-6, is a diagram of the 
example worked out on Table 7-5. Green 
represents surface intervals, blue is Actu- 
al Bottom Time and red is ascent time. 
Remember, bottom time is figured from 
the beginning of your descent to the be- 
ginning of your ascent. 

To help you work the repetitive dive ta- 
bles you might want to make a facsimile 
of Table 7-5, minus the red/blue num- 
bers/letters. It will also provide a record 
of your dives and surface intervals. 

Before you take pen in hand to write us 
a letter, please note that although the di- 
vers in the example made their shallow- 
est dive first, it is a much better idea to 
make your deeper dive first. Just for 
practice, work the tables with the depths 
reversed: A 40 minute dive at 70 feet fol- 
lowed by a 60 foot dive for ? minutes. 
Your divers should be in repetitive group » 
H after their first dive and have 44 min- 
utes RNT after their surface interval. If 
you come up with an ABT remaining of 
16 minutes for 60 feet you have worked 
the problem correctly. And, your divers 
will be in group J after this second dive.

ust a little more than a stone’s

Their proximity to the U.S. coastline 
makes these tropical islands a perfect 
retreat for quick dive trips, long week- 
ends, or more leisurely two week 
cruises.

The Bahamas represent a very 
special world of spectacular coral 
beauty and an endless spectrum of 
undersea adventures. There are un- 
derwater sights and dive experiences 
in the Bahamas which exist nowhere 
else in the Caribbean. No less than 15 
different islands are equipped with 
scuba facilities and dives are made 
among a total of 35 different islands, 
cays and pinnacles. Each island or 
group of islands has its own personal- 
ity, special charm and specific under- 
sea attractions. Each island is in a dif- 
ferent part of the Bahamas chain, with 
distinct coral formations, ocean en-

an overall basis, the Bahamas are

FLIGHTS 

Getting to the Bahamas can be easy if 
you know how. They are served by more 
airlines, running more flights, than any 
other islands in the Caribbean. There are 
no less than nine major airlines operating 
regular service into these islands plus a 
great number of smaller, commuter air- 
lines. 

Because of the vast size of the Baha- 
mas and the great number of islands in- 
volved, the air routes are complex and 
somewhat confusing to the first-time visi- 
tor. You can fly into the major cities of 
Nassau and Freeport from at least 10 dif- 
ferent U.S. cities and not all of the depar- 
tures originate from strictly gateway air- 
ports such as Miami and Fort Lauderdale. 
For example, American Airlines is now of- 
fering a non-stop jet flight from Dallas to 
Nassau, while Air Jamaica flies direct 
from Chicago to Nassau. 

In addition to the major jet carriers, 
there are a number of small commuter 
airlines which offer regularly scheduled 
flights to smaller islands such as Bimini, 
Chub Cay, North Eleuthera and Waiker’s 
Cay.

Still another advantage is the fact that a 
live aboard dive boat can cover a far 
greater area and have the best of both 
worlds. Live aboard vessels can easily 
allow dives on the popular spots around 
well known dive resorts and then move 
on to more remote locations which are 
virtually inaccessible to half-day dive 
boats. 

The disadvantages of a live aboard 
dive boat are equally obvious.

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RIDING ROCK INN 


The Riding Rock Inn Resort is on San 
Salvador, a small island in the southeast- 
ern section of the Bahamas. It is farther 
out in the open Atlantic than any other is- 
land in the Bahamas chain, and thus pro- 
vides a fascinating glimpse of many unu- 
sual marine creatures. It has a resident 
population of 850 people, two small 
settlements, a few private vacation 
homes, a paved airport and one hotel. 

The Riding Rock Inn is purely a dive re- 
sort hotel. The management specializes 
in dive activities six days a week; catering 
to dive groups, diving families, couples 
and individuals. Up to 80 divers can be 
accommodated per day. It is very com- 
pact, consisting of 20 hotel rooms, six 
ocean front villas, several resort condos, 
a restaurant, swimming pool, cocktail 
lounge, tennis court and marina. All are 
within walking distance of each other, 
and the airport is less than 500 yards 
away. 

_ This resort's dive facility is considered 
to be one of the largest and best de- 
signed in all the Bahamas. The dive shop 
is right at the marina dock and contains 
four alr compressors, 250 tanks and as- 
sorted dive accessories. A fleet of four 
large Flattop dive boats is berthed direct- 
ly in front of the shop. Next door is a com- 
plete underwater photo center with class- 
room, color film processing and camera 
rental department. Classes in underwater 
photography are conducted weekly and 
film is processed overnight. 

There are some 35 different dive sites 
within 5 to 25 minutes of the Riding Rock 
marina. A beautiful drop-off runs parallel 
to the shoreline for almost eight miles and 
provides an unlimited selection of excel- 
lent wall dives. In addition, there are sev- 
eral shipwrecks, coral caves and 
grottos, sea gardens and shallow reefs. 
Telephone Pole is a popular wall dive. 
Beginning in 45 feet of water, it features 
a magnificent coral canyon that cuts 
through the top of the reef at a 45 degree 
angle. Grouper Gully is another splen- 
did wall inhabited by a number of ex- 
tremely tame groupers who love to be 
fed. [he Frascate Wreck 's the remains 
of a 261 foot steel freighter which sank in 
1902 and now lies in 25 feet of water. 
Snapshot Reef is a shallow coral patch 
popular among underwater photogra- 
phers. It is loaded with all types of marine 
life. Doolittle’s Grotto is a breathtaking 
system of massive coral heads, deep 
ravines and long coral tunnels. 

In recent months, the divemasters have 
announced the discovery of several new 
spots which will prove particularly fasci- 
nating for divers who are returning for 
their second, third or fourth visits. Sand 
Castles is a stunning vertical wall where 
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pure white sand comes right to the lip of 
the drop-off before cascading over the 
edge. Visibility is crystal clear and this 
drop-off is loaded with all types of coral 
and macro creatures. A real surprise Is 
the discovery of Cockburn Town Pier 
as a lively spot for night dives. This spot 
can be dived right from the beach and 
visitors are likely to encounter many bi- 
zarre night creatures such as octopus,

Also, the divemasters have 
recently discovered a vast underwater 
cave complex in the center of Gardner’s 
Reef. As yet, the location has not been 
named.

EKTACHROME 200 
(Continued from Page 25) 


to-subject distance and in setting the fo- 
cus control will be less noticeable. 

As a rough estimate, each time you 
close the aperture by one stop, depth of 
field increases by about 50 percent. And, 
each time you close by two stops, it 
doubles approximately. 

In dark conditions, of course, Ekta- 
chrome 200 allows you to take sunlight 
pictures that could be impossible with 
slower color slide films. This is important 
for your natural light shots inside wrecks, 
caves, tunnels, under kelp, or if your 
strobe breaks down on a cloudy day. 

Using smaller apertures provides 
another benefit in addition to increased 
depth of field. Most camera lenses seem 
to produce the sharpest images when set 
for the middle range of f-stops. (Please 
note that we are referring to center-to- 
corner sharpness at the focused dis- 
tance, and not differences in depth of 
field.) In other words, f8 usually focuses 
a sharper image on film than f4. 

After studying hundreds of student pic- 
tures taken with Seacor 21 mm lenses, 
and with the Subawider and Novatek 
wide-angle adapters for the Nikonos 35 
mm lens, we've seen that pictures taken 
at the smaller apertures (higher-num- 
bered stops) are invariably the sharpest. 
Therefore, if you use these lenses we rec- 
ommend Ektachrome 200 over ASA 64 
color slide films. With the Nikonos 15 mm 
lenses, however, we haven't detected 
any significant loss of sharpness at the 
wider apertures. : 


DISADVANTAGES 

The higher ASA film speed that gives 
us the choice of faster shutter speeds 
and/or smaller apertures has its disad- 
vantages: Although improvements are 
constantly being made, the higher the 
ASA the greater the grain. Today’s ASA 
200, for example, isn’t as grainy as the 
older ASA 160 High Speed Ektachrome. 
Grain refers to the small particles of silver 
and other materials that make up the film 
emulsion. The larger the clumps of grain 
that make up the image on film, the more 
visible the grain will be. Picture sharp- 
ness is also related to graininess: The 
larger the grain, the lesser the sharpness 
of the image. 

Because Ektachrome 200 has more 
grain and less sharpness than ASA 64 or 
25 Slide films, it isn’t recommended for 
close-up photography. Generally, fine 
grain and maximum picture sharpness 
are most important in close-ups where 
fine details are prominent. With larger 
Subjects at longer distances fine details 
arent aS important, so Ektachrome 200 
is much more acceptable. 








Graininess is generally more notice- 
able if you have color prints made from 
your slides, and often isn’t noticeable 
during projection. Generally, the grain 
shows up more often in the blue midwat- 
er backgrounds. These backgrounds can 
also appear grainier than they actually 
are because particles suspended in the 
water may appear to be grain. 

The colors produced by Ektachrome 
200 are slightly warmer than Ektachrome 
64. Being warmer, (slightly redder) it pro- 
duces good skin tones, and red BC’s will 
be bright, etc. But the blue midwater 





backgrounds will not be as snappy and 
intense as they would be with Ekta- 
chrome 64. 

Also, the colors produced by Ekta- 
chrome 200 are not as saturated (vivid) 
as those produced by slower ASA’s. 
' Since close-ups often depend on dynam- 
ic color, their impact would be reduced 
by using ASA 200 film. But at distances 
of about three apparent feet or more, 
depth of field, action and composition are 
often more important than color. 

The last disadvantage is really the fault 
of the photographer. If you are accus- 
tomed to using an ASA 64 film, you will 
tend to overexpose Ektachrome 200 be- 
cause you will find it hard to believe that 
the aperture should be so small. 


OUR RECOMMENDATIONS 
We routinely recommend Ektachrome 
200 for beginning underwater photogra- 
phers who will be taking U/W pictures at 
distances of about three apparent feet or 
more. This is because we believe that 
they need depth of field more than re- 
duced grain or increased sharpness. 
Later, after they master the mechanics of 
estimating distances and focusing, we 
shift our recommendation to Ektachrome 
or Kodachrome 64. We also recommend 
Ektachrome 200 for photography in low 
light conditions, when high shutter 
speeds are required, and for situations 
when depth of field is needed to include 

both near and far subject areas. =

The Commercial 100 weighs only five 
pounds and can be packed in a gear 
bag.

at 10 feet and decompress. A handy lan- 
yard runs from the dump valve at the top 
of the bag to the lifting harness at the bot- 
tom. The diver can control the dump 
valve easily while holding the salvage ob- 
ject steady. 

A pair of heavy-duty two inch wide ny- 
lon lift straps are sewn into the walls.of 
the bag and provide an easy way to at- 
tach it to objects. Rope, chain or cable 
can be easily tied to the strap loops. 


CONSTRUCTION | 

Subsalve lift bags are made from an 
extremely tough woven DuPont synthetic 
material called Kevlar. It is four times 
stronge than steel and very lightweight. It 
has a tensil strength of 750 pounds per 
inch. The Kevlar is .05 inch thick and 
bright yellow for high visibility. It is vinyl 
coated and resistant to abrasion, punc- 
ture, rot or chemicals in the water. 

The Plunger Dump Valve is made of 
high impact plastic with a sure-fitting seal. 
It is impervious to saltwater corrosion. 
The nylon lift straps are both glued and 
Stiched to the inside of the lift bag. 


CONCLUSION 

The Commercial 100 retails for $60, a 
reasonable price for such a high quality 
lift bag. Subsalve also produces two larg- 
er models in the same design; the Com- 
mercial 200 lifts 234 pounds and the 
Commercial 500 lifts 540 pounds.

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ARMADA RELICS 
FREEZE-DRIED 


Spanish Armada treasures which lay 
beneath the Atlantic for almost 400 years 
have now found a permanent home in UI- 
ster, thanks to conservation techniques 
developed in the province over the past 
decade. 

The Ulster Museum has purchased 
more than 300 items recovered from the 
wreck of La Trinidad Valencera, a troop- 
ship of the ill-fated Armada, which foun- 
dered off the coast of Inishowen, County 
Donegal in 1588. Many of the items in the 
magnificent archaeological collection are 
unique. 

Members of the Sub-Aqua Club in Lon- 
donderry, under the guidance of Colin 
Martin of St. Andrews University, Scot- 
land, have spent the past 11 years recov- 
ering the treasures from approximately 
30 feet of water in Inishowen’s Kinnagoe 
Bay. The collection includes two anchors, 
hand weapons such as pikes and spikes, 
ammunition, wooden and pewter dishes, 
jugs, bowls, goblets, pottery vessels, 
clothing, armor, sandals, garment frag- 
ments and provisions. 

In the months and years ahead there 
will be immense concentration on con- 
servation work on La Trinidad material— 
work carried out by a team of specialists 
in the conservation laboratory run jointly 
by the Ulster Museum and Queen's Uni- 
versity, Belfast. 

Keeper of Antiquities at the Museum, 
Laurence Flanagan said, ‘“‘Expertise in 
preserving material brought from beneath 
the sea after 400 years is not highly de- 
veloped anywhere, and we are doing 
much pioneering work. There is a great 
deal of wooden material among the finds 
and our laboratory is foremost in devel- 
oping low-cost freeze-drying conserva- 
tion techniques.”’ 

Flanagan expressed the hope that by 
the time the 400th anniversary of the Ar- 
mada comes around in 1988 a major in- 
ternational exhibition will be organized in 
Belfast featuring the two collections. >t.

BAHAMAS 
WALKER’S CAY 


Supreme accessibility and accompanying 
low transportation costs -- plus interesting 
and varied diving -- have made the Bahamas 
popular among divers. The “tops in the Baha- 
mas,” literally and figuratively, is Walker's Cay 
-- a perfect get-away -- an emerald isle set in 
the cobalt sea at the northernmost edge of 
the Bahamas Bank. 

OceanQuest has selected Walker's Cay as 
its prime location in the Bahamas, because it 
offers a mix of superb diving, accommodations 
and a well-equipped dive operation. Originally 
famed as an angler’s paradise -- and site of 18 
International gamefish records -- Walker's 
Cay is managed by the experienced and 
capable David O’Shaughnessy. The 100-acre 
island is a self-contained resort, complete 
with its own marina, efficient customs service, 
airline, and gracious hotel set high atop a hill 
overlooking the sea and lush tropical foliage.

one-half hours. Because the Hawaiian Is- 
lands are in the open ocean, dives are 
usually made on the lee side of an island. 
Thus, the captain for the day makes the 
final dive site selection after checking the 
water conditions visually. 

While the diving is supervised, you 
aren't pushed around. After describing 
the features of the site, guides will take 
you on excellent tours. They point out 
docile, sleeping white-tipped reef sharks 
and show you how to pet an eel. They 
pass out bags of bread and show you 
how to attract a bouquet of bright yellow 
lemon butterflyfish around your hand. 
And, at Lanai, where there are many 
caves, they hand out dive lights. If you're 
a new diver, a guide will stay close to 
you. Experienced divers are free to dive 
in buddy pairs on their own. 

Quartered oranges, vegetable sticks, 
potato chips and soft drinks are available 
for snacks between dives and Cindy 
Young or another crew member serves a 
generous lunch between the second and 
third dives on three tank trips. Beer is 
available after the last dive. 

The dive sites offer interesting rock and 
hard coral formations for wide-angle pho- 
tography. The Cathedrals are truly spec- 
tacular. They consist of large caves with 
multiple entrances and tall columns con- 
nected with majestic arches. 

In shallow areas, especially at Molo- 
kini, the reef is dotted with red slate-pen- 
cil urchins. And, in many areas, schools 
of lemon butterflies and false Moorish 
idols fill in the wide-angle scene. If you 
have a normal lens or 110 camera, the 
eel feeding and petting, sleeping sharks 
and fish feeding are all good subjects. 

Because many of the reefs are ex- 
posed to an occasional mid-Pacific 
storm, they are composed of organisms 
resistant to large waves. Delicate 
sponges and soft gorgonians are not part 
of the Hawaiian shallow reef ecology. 
Look instead for lovely encrusting 
sponges, hard corals, large, open-water 
animals, colorful fish, octopus and caves 
and tunnels. For close-ups, we found nu- 
dibranchs and colorful hermit crabs. 

Crew members Byrd Gleason, Byron 
Dunn and Eric Le Feuvre are avid U/W 
photographers who can give you practi- 
cal advice and know how to handle your 
Camera gear. If you need a model, Beth 
Gleason or another divemaster will pose 
with eels and other sea creatures. 

Whale watching is another attraction. 
From January through March the hump- 
back whales stay in Hawaii to give birth 
and nurse their young. In fact, many of 
the spectacular whale pictures you've 
seen on TV and in magazines were taken 
off Lahaina. We saw whales. on the sur-

face each day, and could constantly hear 
their songs while underwater. You can't 
approach the whales without a hard-to- 
get research permit. Otherwise, the fine is 
$20,000! Thus, apart from a chance en- 
counter underwater, most of your whale 





shots are best taken from the deck of the 
boat with a telephoto lens. 

In lieu of whales, you may find turtles, 
manta rays, schools of eagle rays or per- 
haps a whale shark. One of these latter 
dawdled around Molokini for several 
hours last year while divers swam. all 
around it. A group of false killer whales 
came by as we were getting into the wa- 


ter. Eric saw one of them attack and eat 
a large mahi-mahi that had taken refuge 
beneath our boat. Hawaiian diving is full 
of surprises, So keep your eyes open! 

The water temperature ranges from 
about 70°F in the winter to 75°F in the 
summer. To coldwater divers, this is quite 
warm. But if you are accustomed to 85°F 
water, bring a full, three-sixteenths inch 
Suit for winter and a shorty wetsuit for 
summer. Macro photographers, who of- 
ten spend much of their bottom time virtu- 
ally motionless in one area, usually need 
more protection. Jim (who was secretly 
called the ‘‘Polar Bear’ by the crew) nev- 
er did wear a wetsuit during our ten days 
of winter diving. Much to Jim’s chagrin, 
Cathy, who chills easily, started chasing 
fish to Keep warm in her one-eighth inch 
Suit. i 








The single tank, afternoon dive to the 
Bluegill—an intact WW || submarine sunk 
in 130 feet of water for Navy training ex- 
ercises—is one that you shouldn't miss. 
When you go down the descent line, you 
see the conning tower looming up from 
the bottom. Then, the cigar-shaped hull 
comes into view. Schools of yellow goat- 
fish hover over the deck, eels look out of 
nooks and crannies, and the large pro- 
pellers and torpedo tubes at the stern 
provide backgrounds for diver portraits. 

One of the most delightful aspects of 
diving with Central Pacific Divers is being 
with the crew members. They work to- 
gether as a team, and their enthusiasm 
rubs off on the divers. They’re a lot of fun 
to be with. , } 

Although not affiliated with any resort 
or hotel, Central Pacific Divers will make 
recommendations. We suggest getting a 
room with a kitchen so you can have 
breakfast early enough for the morning 
departures.

Glenn Miller

xcept for the ending, it would have 

been another good Glenn Miller 
story. You Know, working on a movie set 
in the desert, late afternoon, flying the 
chopper just above the Colorado River, 
when all of a sudden there was this 
*“@!&*O%@@! cable stretched across 
the canyon.... 

If you spent much time with him, you 
heard most of his stories at least once. 
But stories were as much a part of Glenn 
Miller as his springer spaniel, Mac; din- 
ner at Arnoldi’s; his battered silver lighter; 
and bluegrass music. Although you might 
have to listen to some of the stories time 
and time again, you always knew there 
would be new ones, because things hap- 
pened to Glenn Miller that don't happen 
to most people. 

For example, how many people go on 
a treasure hunt—and get arrested by the 
Colombian navy? Or take someone to 
court for stealing a pet sea lion—and 
wind up getting fined for slander? Or start 
Surfing in their late 30's and jumping 
show horses in their late 40’s? Or have 
a parrot almost burn down a house? 

A cowboy-turned-truck driver-turned- 
commercial swordfisherman, Glenn had 
the great luck and good fortune to start a 
charter dive boat business that kept him 
well supplied with tax deductions, spare 
change, and a seemingly endless supply 
of both girlfriends and stories. 

Stories were definitely a Glenn Miller 
forte, and the more disastrous the better. 
His friends knew when they were coming. 
He’d pour his third Tia Maria into his spe- 
cial glass (allowing his friends their half- 
a-glass), light his Marlboro with the silver 
lighter that had GEM engraved on the lid, 
and tell about the time.... 

Glenn's friends heard the stories so 
many times that they assigned them num- 
bers. Then, when he started to tell one, 
they’d ask him the number and laugh to 
avoid hearing the story all over again. 

Number 106 was when the parrot 
chewed on wooden matches—starting 
Glenn's house on fire and setting off a 
box of ammunition at the same time. 
(Glenn was particularly perturbed about 
this incident because the parrot was as- 
phyxiated by smoke and he still owed 
BankAmericard for it.) 

Glenn loved to laugh at himself, and he 
especially loved the disasters that kept 
his lawyer busy. He may not have been 
the world’s greatest charter boat captain 
(he was always first in line for the hot 
shower; had little tolerance for passeng- 
ers who touched the wheelhouse brass:

and was reluctant to move his boat once 
it was anchored—''It’s water, ain’t it? I’m 
not moving!’’), but a lot of people liked to 
go out with Glenn because by the end of 
the trip he usually made them feel good 
about all things terrible. 

Glenn had a distinct talent for turning 
the ordinary into adventure, and disaster 
into headlines. He made the front page of 
the Santa Barbara News-Press by bring- 
ing in the first swordfish of one season. 
Then, was on the front page again ina 
few days when he was fined the value of 
the huge fish because he hadn't gotten 
around to buying his new fishing license. 

When the Coral Sea was seized by the 
Colombians, did Glenn call his lawyer? 
No. He called the city editor of the same 
newspaper, and his tale promptly ran 
across page one. 

Glenn hated obituaries, but he would 
have been pleased that the story of his 
last disaster was also front page news. 
It happened on April 17, 1982. Glenn, 52, 
was working on a IV film called Ameri- 
can Eagle. |t was the end of the day and 
he was flying three other cast members 
through a river canyon toward Lee’s Fer- 
ry, AZ. As the ‘copter rounded a bend, 
there was a cable Glenn probably never 
saw. The one survivor of the crash says 
she doesn’t remember a thing, only that 
she was flying and then suddenly swim- 
ming. 

His friends held a wake for him, and 
Glenn would have laughed like hell when 
his lawyer had red wine spilled all over 
his white shirt. He would have laughed 
harder when his girlfriends—all of them— 
got together in the same room. He 
wouldn't have laughed, however, at ev- 
eryone drinking so much Tia Maria with- 
out his permission. Even so, he would 
have had some stories to tell, because 
telling stories about adventures and di- 
sasters. was part of having a good time. 
And, Glenn Miller always had a good 
time. #2

One of the most notable marine di- 
sasters was the Italian luxury liner Andrea 
Doria. On July 26, 1956 the Doria was 





ahi eeurtues U.S. Coast Guard 


rammed by the steamship Stockholm. 
The collision took place some 50 miles 
south of Nantucket Island. The Doria now 
lies in 220 feet of the most treacherous 
waters around Cape Cod. Her wreck site 
has been a challenge for the more adven- 
turous divers for many years. Recently, 
Peter Gimbel spent thousands of dollars 
to recover her purser’s safe and to try to 
determine why she sank so quickly. It is 
with anticipation that local divers wait to 
see the film footage of his adventure. 

Another recently discovered shipwreck 
is William K. Vanderbilt's luxury yacht,the 
Alva. The Alva, named after Vanderbilt's 
wife in 1886, was the most expensive 
yacht of her time. She was built as a three 
masted, topsail schooner but was also 
powered by steam. A steel hulled, 285 
foot vessel, she was built in Bar Harbor, 
Maine. During a cruise in dense fog to 
Newport, Rhode Island her captain an- 
chored her off Chatham, Massachusetts. 
Unfortunately the anchorage was in the 
shipping lane. Out of the fog loomed the 
steamship Dimock, carrying cargo and 
passengers from New York to Boston. 
The Dimock rammed into the side of the 
Alva causing her severe damage. The 
Vanderbilts and their guests, along with 
the captain and crew, left the ship and 
she sank very quickly. All people on 
board were picked up by the Dimock and 
taken to Boston. Once in Boston, W.K. 
Vanderbilt immediately ordered another 
vessel to be built. 


The Alva’s remains were long forgotten 


until a local diving enthusiast, H.A. Carr,

found her in 50 feet of water off Chatham. 
Captain Carr and his compatriots have 
been researching and locating wrecks 
using a device known as sidescan sonar. 
The sonar was built by and was on loan

from the Klein Corporation of New Hamp- 
shire. 

Captain Carr, with the aid of the sides- 
can, also located the four masted schoo- 
ner, Sagamore. The Sagamore, built in 
Kennebunk, Maine in 1891, was 219 feet 
long. She was carrying 2200 tons of coal 
from Virginia to Boston. Upon entering 
Nantucket Sound on May 12, 1907, she 
was hit by the steamship Edda . The Sag- 
amore was running before the wind when 
struck. Her boom swung across the 
bridge of the Edda and somehow the 
captain was removed from the steamship 
and deposited on the deck of the now 
sinking Sagamore. What a conversation 
must have taken place as both captains 
were forced into the same lifeboat while 
they watched the Sagamore sink! 

The Sagamore lies in 80 feet of water 
just off the island of Martha’s Vineyard. 
The Sagamore is a wreck you will want 
to visit again and again. Her whereabouts 
were once a well kept secret but now her 
grave site can be explored. Until recently 
her large ship's wheel and storm anchor 
were intact. 

Another popular Cape wreck is the Port 
Hunter. A 400 foot British cargo ship car-

rying war goods destined for England, 
she was rammed and sent to the bottom 
on November 2, 1918. She now lies with 
her bow in 40 feet of water and her stern 
in 80 feet. The Port Hunter’s decks are 
covered with marine growth; codfish and 
striped bass are common sights.

in her cabin filled with floating candles, 
her cargo of railroad wheels and her six 
foot stern gun—still intact. 

One of the most interesting Cape di- 
saster stories is that of the John Dwight. 


During the 1920’s Cape Cod, like many | 


other areas, was dry. The laws of the time 
were quite explicit when it came to the 
use of alcoholic beverages. Fortunes 
were made during these times by 
smugglers but it is also said that losses 
to both sides were heavy. So it was with 
the John Dwight. The Dwight was a 125 
foot steam powered vessel. Originally a 
tugboat called the Pawnee, she was de- 
commissioned from service after World 
War |, purchased and renamed. She took 
on a new enterprise, that of transporting 
bootleg whiskey. 

The story of the Dwight has changed, 
| am sure, from storyteller to storyteller, 
but her sinking is truth and her fate is evi- 
dence of a number of crimes. She was 
supposed to be carrying a large cargo of 
whiskey along with a crew made up of in- 
vestors. However, the captain had pur- 
chased cheap beer instead of whiskey. 
While smuggling the illegal cargo into the 
Cape under the cover of fog, the captain 
brought the vessel into an area known as 
Vineyard Sound. Just one mile off the 
Cutty Hunk Island, he put the vessel at 
anchor. He then machine-gunned the 
crew while they were asleep and pro- 
ceeded to scuttle the ship. It is said he 
then rowed ashore, never to be heard 
from again. Some say he carried the sum 
of $75,000 with him. After hearing the 
gunfire the revenuers located the wreck 
site and the bodies of the crew. 

The Dwight was blown up not only be- 
cause she was a hazard to navigation, 
but also to destroy her cargo of illegal 
beer. The captain was never found but 
the wreck of the John Dwight has been 
located. Her bones lie in 80 feet of water. 
Strewn about the vessel are old broken 
beer bottles. 

As you can see, Cape Cod has it all— 
schooners, freighters, steamships and 
even rum-runners. The Cape’s beaches 
also offer excellent diving. Dive shops on 
Cape Cod are helpful and very knowl- 
edgeable about the best areas. »#f-
